Edmonton, Feb. 6—At the opening 
of Tuesday's session of the legislature 
Premier Greenfield announced. that 
the public accounts would be ready 
in about two weeks’ time. The pre- 
quier tabled a return of remissions 
for 1922 and-‘the annual report of the 
public utilities commission: for the, 
‘past year, 

E. E. Sparks (U.F.A.) Wetaskiwin, 
‘was given second reading of his bill 
for an act to incorporate the Alberta 
Association of Muunicipal Districts. 

Hon, V. W. Smith was given first 
reading of:a bill for an act to amend 
ithe railway act. 

Hon. George Hoadley, in asking for 
a second reading of a bill for an act 


ito amend the agricultural societies 


act, explained that the © principal 
amendment was to reduce the amount 
necessary to be expended to secure 
rants in the case of smaller fairs, 
the proposal being to reduce this 
from $500 to $300. . ‘ 

The premier, then, moyed the - ad- 
journment of the house. to give his 
statement’ onthe natural ‘resources 
question, - The premier said:

tion in order that the government 
may fully ‘acquaint. the house as to 
the progress of negotiations with the 
dominion government looking for a 
solution of this long standing ques- 
tion. 

This. question has been fully dis- 
cussed in past sessions and the house 
is well informed in regard to the his- 
torical and other phases of the ques- 
tion so that I do not feel that it is 
necessary for me to discuss the mat- 
ter from that angle this afternoon. 

But it ig due to the house that it 
should be fully informed as to the 
progress of negotiations and I will 
endeavor to outline these as concise- 
ly as I can. 

It will be recalled that in April 
last representatives of the government 
of the three prairie provinces met 
at Ottawa upon the invitation of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King in an 
endeavor to reach a settlement. 

At that conference it was made ap- 
parent that, owing to the wide differ- 
ence in conditions existing in the re- 
spective provinces in relation to the 
whole. question, that there was very 
little possibility of the governments 
of the three provinces being able to 
agree upon a uniform of settlement. 
It was therefore agreed between the 
representatives of the three prairie 
provinces that the representatives of | 
any or all of them were at liberty 
to individually open up negotiations 
with a view to making a settlement. 

Negotiations were accordingly op- 
ened by the attorney general and my- 
self with Premior King and the Hon. 
Charles Stewart with a view to ar: 
riving at a basis for negotiation, as 
between the dominion government 
and the government of this province. 

It will be within the recollection 
of the house that in February last, 
Premier King in a letter addressed 
to the government made the follow- 
ing statement. 

J. To at once turn over the re- 
sources still unallenated without com- 


considered by this government, ag in 
the opinion of the government the 
province is entitled to fair campensa- 
tion for resources alienated. 

With regard to the second proposal 
of an accounting: Consultation at 
Ottawa between - representatives - of 
both governments. developed the fact 
that an accounting as outlined by 
Premier King’s letter of February, 
1921, was likely to prove lengthy, 
somewhat complicated and costly, 
with the possible necessity of arbi- 
tration on .some points. 


One of the difficulties is that the 
accounts have not beon kept by pro- 
vinces, so at the suggestion of Pre- 
mier King the whole situation was 
explored with a view to arriving at a 
possible basis of settlement that 
would avoid the necessity of an ac- 
counting, with the result that the re- 
presentatives of this government sub- 
mitted the following proposal, viz: 
The turning. over of the remaining 
resources to the — province, 
subsidy to be waived on. condition 
that. the compensation be given for 
resources alienated: from the provines: 
of Alberta) for: purely, federal pur: 
“poses and: again to “avuld® ‘Wngthy “in- 
vestigation. we agreed to. waive all 
other claims and to confine ourselves 
to claim for compensation of 6,400,000 
acres of lands alienated just prior to 
the formation of the province for sub- 
sidizing the construction of railways 
outside the province of Alberta; these 
lands to be capitalized at a figure to 
be agreed upon and the amount paid 
over to the province over a term of 
years. 

This proposal appeared at that time 
and still appears to this government 
to be a basis of settlement which is 
fair, equitable and sound in principle. 

In the meantime, the proposal of 
this government was left to the consi- 
eration of the federal government 
and in November last a further con- 
ference was held. 

At this conference it was apparent 
that the proposal submitte by us 


had not gained in favor with the do- | 


minion government and tho confer- | 
ence resulted in the following verbal 
offer being made by Premier King 
to this government viz: 

To turn over to the government of 
the province of Alberta the natural 
resources still unalienated plus the 
continuation of the present subsidy 
for thirty years. 

A similar offer, I understand, was 
made to the provinces of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

This was entirely new ground and 
in view of the basis upon which ne- 
gotiations had been carried on, viz: 
Compensation for lands alienated for 
purely federal purposes, the offer of 
the premier came somewhat as a 
surprise to us and the representatives 
of the province returned to Edmonton 
to consider in council the offer made 
by Premier King on behalf of the 
dominion. 

We are strongly of the opinion that 
this government should Insist that a 
question of such importance and mag- 
nitude as the resources question 
should be settled on a basig of prin- 
ciple and not on @ basis of barter,

OBITUARY 


ANNIE J. WATERSTON 


There passed away at the home of 
her sister, Mrs. L. M. Faston, d- 
monton, on Saturday last, Annie J, 
Waterston, at the age of 26 years.

What. about ‘the - unsatlsfac- 
tory portion be the report? The'same 
criticism has been in the semi-annual 
reports for two or three years. Why 
has the board consistently ignored the 
vital. part of the reports? In this 
connection I will be more explicit at 
Mr. Odell’s request. He says “I have 
never heard of any resolution  con- 
cerning our school affairs passed at 
any ‘public meeting’ during the year.” 
In that statement he‘endeavors to 
camouflage the issue. The nameg of 
the ratepayers. who attended the meet- 
ing can be given to him and to the 
public; a copy of the’ resolution or 
petition passed at the meeting can 
be supplied; the names jof the gen- 
tlemen appointed by the mecting to 
submit its action to the school board 
are available. The resolution was 
submitted to the board with very 
unsatisfactory results. 

I am just as anxious ag any mem- 
ber of the school board to “give the 
principal a chance.” My. object in 
this correspondence is not. to direct 
attention to the teachers so much as 
to the board. If there are inefficient 
teachers on the staff, and thero are, 
the board is responsible for them be- 
ing there. We don’t have to consider 
appointees since last midsummer to 
sustain our contention. 

With reference to the chairman’s 
position re married women on_ the 
staff—one can only express surprise 
at the weakness of his argument for 
appointing and retaining them. See 
Edmonton Journal, Feb. 1st, for action 
of the Edmonton board re married 
women on their staff.

GOOD LETTER GONE WRONG 


A traveller on a steamship had writ

LIQUIFIES HELIUM GAS 


Liquification of helium gas has 
been accomplished in the laboratory 
of Toronto university ~by Prof. J. 
Cunningham McLennan, a feat never 
before performed outside of Holland.

mother tongue. The arguinent ‘is not 
supported—it is even contradicted— 
by the facts. “Pupils who have’ been 
faithfully taught” says the course, 
still. use incorrect forms freely. Trew 
will be found who disagree with. this 
statement—or with the one that pre- 
ceeds it: “The time spent... upor 
the teaching of grammar has not been 
justified by the results.” The reader 
of these lines can no deubt call to 
mind individuals who use the mother 
tongue wilh ease and accuracy, in 
spite of their having bad no instrue- 
tion in the rules and terminclogy of 
gramniu, Clearly ‘the claim of grain- 
matical instruction as a means. to 
correct speech, ‘must be, in part, if 
not wholly, rejected. Hence > the 
course delays the formal study until 
late in school life, laying emphasis 
upon the value of careful example, 
constant correction, the reading of 
good literature, and frequent practice 
of oral and written composition — in 
the lower grades. 

A. second. argument advanced in 
support of this subject emphasises 
its “mental training” value.  Gram- 
mar, we have been told, may be used 
as a& means. to develop the reasoning 
power, The new course examines 
this claim in the light of modern -ex- 
perience, pointing ont thal “inter 
mediate grade pupils, lacking power 
to reason, either. memorize granima- 
tical rules and forms, or simply let 
their minds ayoid’them.”
